General Chamber of Commerce the 
printed cony of a letter dated September 
tst and addressed hy that body to the 
Earl of Rosrsrry, as Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, on the subject of the 
alleged ‘differential duties’.in favour of the 
junk trade between Canton and Hongkong, 
to which allusion has on several occastons 
been made in.these columns, This prectous 
document-~and It is a precious production 
in -many respects—is signed by Mr, 
i. Macwintosu, vice-Chairman of the 
Chamber. It is the unpleasant task of the 
editor of a newspaper in the course of 
his everyday work to have to wade

THE DISASTROUS TYPHOON, 


ae 
MR, PLUMMER FXPLAINE. 


Most of aur readers wili remember that In the 
course of a repnit on the disastrous effects of the 
atorm that burst upo the colony on the.asth 
ulto, we called attention to the fact that Inadc« 
qnate notice of the approach of the gale bad 
beén given by the Observatory, and that there. 
fore a pocd dea! of damage bad been done on 
shore and afloat which ought to have been 
avoided. Trat the Government was bound to 
fake cognisence of what appeared gross neglect 
of doty or shrer Igrorance was inevitable, and fn 
last Saturday's Gasefts we find the followirg 
report from Mr. J. 1, Plummer, Acting Director 

* of the Observatory :— . 

The typhoon which reached Hongkong on 
September agth was first indicated in our 
observations upon September 2and at ro am.

30 min, F,, giving it 
thus a motion of abcut rgo ‘miles W. by N, in 
the 24 hours, 

At 4pm, on the same date, the barometer 
had risen a little at Marila, and was statlonary 
at Holinzo, with light S.W. wlods at both places. 
The wind was W. at Hongkong, showing that 
we had not yet come under the Influence of the 
typhoon. There is no reason to suppose, there- 
fore, (hat the course of the typhoon was in any 
way altered. It had probably now about arrlved 
at the 6co-mile limit from Hongkorg, but owing 
to the approach of night and. the small chince of 
any shlp being bound ES.E. from Hongkong,

On September 2gth at 10,1 a.m, the barometer 
had risen slightly (0.04 inch) at Kollnao and 
Marila, and bad fallen the same amount at 
Hergkong the wird was $.5,E., 3,at Bolinno, 
and.

Here follews a table showing barametrical 
readings during the storm's approach to the

The table rhows that the gale reached Its 
height about 9 am oh September 2th, that the 
wind blew with typhoon firce for 3 hours, 
namely, from 7.30 a.m, to 1030 am., also that 
the wind did 1 ot reach on the sverace force 9 till 
after q aim, nor did it exceed force 7: or a 
moderste gale till afer ga.m. Therefore the

It ia remembered that 4 hours ts ordtnarlly 
sufficlent fora steamer to gel up steam, it ls shown 
that no harm ought to bave resulted to such 
veasels, and had the 4.or § hours been hours of 
daylight Iam assured that no complatot would 
have ‘been made of want of warning from any 

. quarter, Storms may, of course, aifse at any. 
hour of the day or night, and it {s not possible 
to glvea longer notice when the latter aod nat 
the former occurs, | : 

T greatly repret that a longer notice was nt 
given, but I maintain that [t was impossible, and 
this will be shown by a consideration of the 
circumstances subsequent to September agth, at 4 

“opm. after which time no observetions were 
receivable from outside the Colony, and my 

“actlon had to be determined entirely by the 
observations given above, and at which time the 
typhoon was probably in lat. 19 73 N. and 
116°40? E, or 240 milés S.E. of Hongkong, 
although the ful! consideration of all the observar 
tlons led me to place itin lat. 1890'N,, long, 
116%o' EF, Itfamost uofostunate that at this 
time bo observations were received from Swatow, 
(they bave not yet arrived at the time of writing), 
otherwise the doubt which remained as to the 
exact position at 4 p.m. might have been cleared 
up. Ordinarily when we have lost touch of a 
typhoon at Bollnao, It is taken op at Swatow, 
which though « much fess important station 
becomes invaluable at auch times, ~ . 

- The first point to call attention to te the 
aneteadiness of the wind from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
In the case of atyphoon approaching apy place 
in a direct course this should have been steadily 
from one quarter, with no ‘variation except & 
gradual locrease of force.

this class will come during the summer, 
‘We belleve that they will not be disappointed, 
The tlme of the ocean voyage has now been 
so shortened, the desire for travel has growa 
s1 much, and the wish to make a abort 
trip{n Europ: by Americans, and the wish to 
tee the United States by Europeans, all together 
form.a combloatlon strong enough to warant 
the belief that a steady stream of puasengers will 
follow npon a reisonasle means of accommoda- 
ton belng offered. 7 


Thers {s, however, one drawback that will 
cffend the American in this programme, snd 
that is the idea of travelling second class. It 
{s foreign to his natore and he can never bring 
bimself to feel that the ¢ sboutd br any distinc. 
tlon between bimeell and his neighbour. If he 
cannot travel av well as the latter, he will atay 
at home, He may not beable to make a rall- 
way journey in a Pullman car, but the other 
cars of the traln are also first.class tn 
every way, and be area them, koowing that 
the Pullman provides only a Little more loxory 
which he can dispense with. To say that the 
accommodations , offered by second class are 
supertor for the fare charged would have no 
welght with the American, ~ He distlkes the 
distlaction as applied to himself, although 
willing to admit it when applied to oth Mt 
is not the kind of accommodation so much as 
the name that he would kick againat, Where 
he ote ls the head of the table. This may teem 
but it exists and must be 
recognised by those who would secure American 
travel, : - 

Jt should rot be forgotten. that the’ travel of 


.| this courtry tu made up largely of people in 


ordinary clrctimatances, And this class would 
gladtv make a European"'trip, {f circumstsnces 
permitted. These people neither expect nov 
desire loxurles upon ardinary’fterms, They fit 
thelr travel expenses to thelr purse, If, there. 
fore, good accommodations upon an ordinarily 
fast atearrer were offered them‘fupon ‘reason. 
able terms, they would hasten to avail them. 
seives of this opportunity to make atforelgn 
trip. The long tallway excursion trips that are 
now so common here are evidences of thle. As 
we have often polnted out, there is & e 
profitable trade to be had by the steamsh{p line 
that will undertake this business. No second 
clase terme wi eck the American, Given, 
however, a good mer, fairly fast, with accom- 
modation that will compare as an ofdinary 
passenger rallway service does with a Pullman 
car, and there will be an exodus of Americans 
for the European excursion.—¥, ¥. Maritime 
Regtster.
